Hearing to Be Held 
Today in Oakland 


A hearing on the controversy be- 
tween the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employes’ Union, Di- 
vision 192, and the Key System 
Transit company, will be held to 
day in Oakland. 

The hearing was called under 
the supervision of the newly cre- 
ated war labor board; Professor 
Paul Dodd of the University of 
California, associate member of the 
board, will preside. 

The union is asking an increase 
from 82% cents an hour to $1.05 an 
hour. After several weeks of nego- 
tiations, without results, the union 
voted to strike and the entire mat- 
ter was then submitted to the war 
labor board for a hearing.

SPOTLIGHTED BY WAR 
PRODUCTION NEEDS 


System Assures Continual Supply 
Of All Around Mechanics 


A service agency of the federal 
government which has been in 
existence for several years and 
which has been suddenly cata- 
pulted into the national limelight 
as a result of the country’s partici- 
pation in actual warfare is the ap- 
prenticeship séction of the United 
States department of labor. 

To permit 
service on a local level in setting 
up and improving apprentice train- 
ing and also to assist war manufac- 
turing establishments train desper- 
ately needed skill and semi-skilled 
workers, the apprenticeship section 
is coordinating its work with other 
federal, state and local agencies 
concerned with labor supply and 
training problems. 

In California, for instance, the 
staff is operated in close harmony 
with the state apprenticeship coun- 
cil, whose secretary, Archie J. 
Mooney, is hailed as the state’s 
“Father of Apprenticeship.” These 
two agencies, one federal and the 
other state, have successfully com- 


_|bined in rebuilding the ancient in- 
| stitution of apprenticeship for Cali- 


fornia skilled trades. 
Well Planned Program 

Until a few years ago perpetua- 
tion of skills through planned pro- 
of training received scant 
attention from management and 
The reasons for this lack of 
interest was obvious.

At that time 
the labor market seemed to have 
stepped on a roller skate at the top 
of the step and the spill had all 
the marks of leaving permanent in- 
juries. 

Determined to lift the country by 
its boot straps out of the doldrums 
of a historical depression, the fed- 
eral government initiated national 
programs designed to stimulate and 
expedite economic recovery. In 
making plans to achieve this goal 
one of the first consideration, it 
was realized by the farsighted 
planners, was assuring a continu- 
;ous supply 
| craftsmen. 


More Men For Mass Production 


As early as 1936, labor shortage 
in certain skilled trades was be- 
coming evident but the country as 
a whole did not realize this fact 
until the national defense program 
was launched in June, 1940, calling 
for billions of dollars of war pro- 
duction.

Faced with the problem of keep- 
ing bottleneck industries operating 
at maximum capacity so that mass 
production plants could have tools, 
instruments and equipment, na- 
tional defense officials, and indus- 
trial and labor leaders working 
with them, recognized the need of 
making arrangements to train full 
fledged skilled men such as tool 
and die makers, machinists and 
pattern makers through planned 
apprenticeship. These men whose 
industrial experience in some cases 
hied back to the last war, long ago 
realized that there is no quicker 
way of producing workers of this 
type than through sound appren- 
ticeship. 

With the recognition of a limited 
emergency at the time of the fall 
of France, the federal apprentice- 
ship staff was called upon to focus 
its attention on occupations and 
industries vital to the defense pro- 
gram. Since then, industrial exec- 
utives and labor officials have re- 
affirmed their belief that appren- 
ticeship, as promoted and fostered 
by the federal committee of appren- 
ticeship, is indispensable and 
should not in any way be interfered 
with. 

A Quick Service 

To facilitate rendering quick 
service, especially to war produc- 
tion plants, the country has been 
divided into five apprenticeship 
regions each under the supervision 


of experienced training men. The 
national program has been under 
the direction of William F. Pat- 
terson, chief of apprenticeship, for 
the past seven years. 


During the past year the number 
of apprenticeship programs under 
federal committee and state coun- 
cil standards in California has in- 
creased to 146. Since these agree- 
ments must be approved jointly by 
labor and management, this is con- 
clusive proof of the importance 
the state's industrial leaders attach 
to the proper training of the crafts- 
men of tomorrow.

ball. It is a complete community, 
with every mind concentrated on 
one objective—turning out the best 
pilots for our army. From what we 
saw at Maxwell field, we have no 
doubt that these pilots will be 
second to none. 


One of the things that impressed 
us most was the repair shop. Some 
of the planes that had cdme into 
the shop were stored there because 
the army cannot get parts. This is 
true of other army equipment, guns 
and tanks. The sight of those 
crippled planes made us realize 
how much labor can help the war 
effort. It’s up to us to get those 
parts finished so that training can 
go “full speed ahead” in the army. 
One small engine part may mean 
the difference between a plane in 
the shop and a plane in the air. 

This doesn’t mean, however, that 
training isn’t going ahead —it is. 
And we are convinced, as we said 
at the outset, that the army is do- 
ing a splendid job of training.

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Sacrifices For Democracy 


The government has taken over a gigantic job—the manage- 
ment of our national economy. It is essential that someone do 
this job, but it is bigger than the capacities of any single person. 

The obvious first step is to seek the cooperation of labor and 
industry in order that their practical experience may be at the 
service of the government. The administration has only to ask 
industries and trade unions to designate representatives of their 
respective groups in order to have these organizations put all 
their resources at the government's service. Such a policy would 
bring invaluable aid to the war production task. 


This suggestion carries with it labor's conviction that the 


. . . . ! 
groups directly concerned should participate actively in the 


making of the policies which affect them. This is an accepted 
democratic procedure that will bring effective practical results | 
as well as give the greatest number of people an active part in 
winning the war. 


The wage-earners of this country believe we can win this | 
war by maintaining the democratic way of life. By democracy | 
we mean providing equal opportunities for all in the fields for | 
which they are best fitted. In the political field democracy | 
must assure equality of rights and privileges; in the industrial | 
field the basis of democracy is ability to distinguish between 
specialized functions and the organization of those responsible | 
for those functions to perform their special duties, with all | 
groups cooperating to carry on production. 

Management must take responsibility for writing work orders, | 
but these orders can only be written intelligently after consulta- 
tion to obtain the experience and the judgment of those who| 
must carry out the orders. 

We believe that permanent progress will be best served by | 
understanding that production is a cooperative undertaking to 
which investors, managements and producing workers all con- | 
tribute a specialized function. By forcing home responsibility | 
on each technical group and assuring responsible cooperation, 
production—whether civilian or war—will be promoted most 
surely and effectively. The fundamentals of human nature and 
personal relations are the same whatever the purpose for work- 
ing together. 

The American Federation of Labor does not want to see this 
emergency used to enable any form of despotism to fasten itself 
upon our nation. We are ready for all-out service in the 
factories and in the armed forces. We are ready to make 
sacrifices of our possessions and even our lives if need be. 

But these services and sacrifices must be to assure democracy 
and personal freedom in our living—now and in the time to 
come.—American Federationist.

This ordinance purports to 


prohibit a peaceful boycott 
without stating in any way what a 
boycott is. It limits picketing to 
the narrowest interpretation of the 
constitutional guarantee of free 
speech, that is, to the conveying of 
information by labor unions to each 
other. It purports to prohibit any 
action that does not fall within the 
narrow limits of this definition. 
And finally, it attempts to interfere 
with the rules and regulations of 
labor unions which forbid their 
members to patronize unfair estab- 
lishments. 
Flouts Law 

All of the above grows out of a 
provision which flatly declares it 
unlawful for an employer to sign a 
union shop agreement. With elab- 
orate pretense, the ordinance limits 
the prohibition of boycott, picket- 
jing and other activities to cases 
where the acts are done in connec- 


the effect that picketing is unlaw- 
ful in California if it is for “an 
unlawful purpose.” Language 
similar to this can be found in 
decisions of courts in other states, 
but never in decisions of the su- 
preme court of California. 

Clerks Involved 


Under the law as it actually 
stands in California, when a picket- 


ing injunction case comes before g 


the court the judge may only 
examine the facts to determine 
whether the picketing was entirely 
peaceful in character. But if our 
laws were changed to conform to 
the pet theory of the anti-labor in- 
terests, the judge would have un- 
limited authority to delve into the 
minds of the pickets and the mem- 
bers of the union to determine 
what their “purpose” was in con- 
ducting the picket line. And if he 
made up his mind that the picket- 
ing was for the sole purpose of 
causing damage to the employer, he 
could and would grant an injuc- 
tion.
